Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  tieaith, 

For  the  Year  ending  3 1st  Decemb^rf  1920, 


To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Town  Council, 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1920  the  only  epidemic  of  importance  was  that  of 
Measles  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  In  Congleton  this  disease  is 
still  notifiable,  which  gives  a better  chance  to  the  Sanitary 
Authorities  of  keeping  it  under  control.

Congleton  is  both  an  industrial  centre  and  a residential  town* 
for  people  carrying  on  business  in  the  Potteries.  The  main 
industries  are  Silk  Spinning,  Velvet  Cutting,  Towel  Weaving, 
Tobacco  Manufacturing,  and  the  manufacture  of  Shirts,  Skirts, 
Blouses,  Hosiery,  and  Small  ware.  None  of  these  tra*des  are  very 
unhealthy,  though  there  is  a greater  tendency  to  Bronchitis  among^ 
Silk  Dressers  than  among  the  general  population  of  the  town, 
though  apparently  their  longevity  is  not  seriously  affected.  Trade 
unfortunately  became  very  slack  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year* 
The  greatest  needs  are  fresh  industries  employing  a large  proportion 
of  male  labour,  in  normal  times  there  being  plenty  of  work  for 
females  in  the  town,  whilst  many  of  the  men  require  to  obtain  em- 
ployment outside. 


The:  main  portions  of  the-  town  is^  very  fow  fyiVi^  comparei! 
with  the  surrounding,  country,  the  lowest  lying  portion  being  only 
2,60  feet  above,  sea.  level,,  while-  it  is.  surrounded,  by  hills,, 
the  highest  part  of  the-  boroughi,  Congleton  Edge,  being  700.  feet 
above  sea. level.  The  borough  chiefly  consists  of  agricultural  land,., 
about  the.  centre  of  which  the  urban  partis  situated,,  mainly  on  the 
south  bank  of  the  River  Dane;  More  than*  half  the  borough  has 
a subsoil  of  boulder  clay  with  an  average  depth  of  100  feety,  beneath 
this  is  red  marl,,, and  red  and  yellow  sandstones  t the  smaller  moiety, 
of  the  district  has>a  subsoil  consisting  of  extensive  sand  and  gravel 
pockets,  that  occur  in  the  drift.  At  the  north  west  border  of  the 
borough,  the  Mver  Dane-  cuts  down/  om  tO’  the  red  mark  The- 
residential  district  of  Mossley  is  entirely  built,  on  the  boulder  clay,, 
but  several  extensive  patches,  of  peat  occur.  At  the  south  east 
boundary  of  the  borough  there  is  an  outcrop/of  millstone  grit  over- 
lying crowstone-  and  gannister.  Running  near  the  south  western 
border  there  is.  a terminal  moraine  of  sand,  roughly  40  feet  high, 
containing  fragments,  of  glacial  shells.. 

There  is  a small  Cottage  ITospitar,. other  patients  whocreq^pire: 
hospital  treatment  going,  to*Stoke-on-Trent  or  Manchester.,  82  men,, 
127  women  and  115,  children  received  poor  law  relief  in  1920,  and'j 
in  addition  to  these,  237  vagrants  were  relieved  in  lodg,i:nghouses».

None  of  the  children  who  died  under  i year  of  age  were 
illegitimate.  There  were  ii  Coroner’s  Inquests  held  in  the  borough 
during  the  year. 

There  were  67  deaths  of  persons  over  60  years  of  age,  three 
being  over  90  years  of  age,  the  oldest  of  all  being  95,  which  points 
to  the  longevity  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough. 

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District, 

Water. — The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  quicksands  ; 
the  supply  is  ample  and  is  constant.  There  is  no  possibility  of 
contamination  ; it  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  and 
the  Analyst’s  reports  have  invariably  been  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — -The  River  Dane  is  very  slightly 
polluted  by  a stream  containing  the  effluent  treated  before  discharge 
from  several  works  outside  the  borough,  where  considerable  amounts 
of  chemicals  are  used  in  the  manufacturing  processes,  slightly  also 
by  sewage  from  some  of  the  outlying  parts  ot  the  district,  and  by  the 
discharge  of  the  water  closets  of  one  Congleton  factory.  Another 
Congleton  factory  that  formerly  discharged  the  sewage  from  its 
water  closets  into  the  Dane  was  connected  to  the  public  sewers  in 
1920.  There  is  no  pollution  of  rivers  nor  streams  from  the  public 
sewage  works.  Any  action  required  is  taken  by  the  Rivers  Pollution 
Committee  of  the  County  Council. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — ^95%  of  the  sewage  is  domestic 
and  only  about  5%  trade.  The  sewerage  of  the  town  is  satisfactory, 
though  some  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  borough  are  not  sewered. 
The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  sufficient  at  present,  but  if  any 
new  trades  are  started  or  outlying  districts — e.g.,  Dane-in-Shaw, 
West  Heath,  The  Marsh,  and  parts  of  Mossley,  are  connected  up» 
these  works  would  have  to  be  enlarged.  Certain  portions  of  the 
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boro'Ug^h — Coirgleton  Edge  and  isolated  farms  can  never  be 
sewered.  The  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is 
invariably  found  satisfactory  on  analysis.

Scavenging. — House  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  being 
removed  to  tips  in  outlying  parts  of  the  borough.  Pail-closets  are 
emptied  weekly;  there  are  no  earth-closets  in  the  district.  There  are 
only  4 cesspools,  these  and  the  privy-middens  being  emptied  on 
notice  being  given,  and  the  latter  after  being  emptied  are  deodorized 
with  Sanitas.  There  are  97  dry  ashpits,  which  are  emptied  on 
notice  being  given.  During  the  past  7 years  the  following  ashpits 
have  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  movable  receptacles  i —

We  have  no  record  of  the  number  of 
covered  receptacles  provided,  but  about 
50%  of  them  are  galvanized  iron  Ash- 
tins  with  proper  lids  and  handles. 


Sanitary  Inspecton  of  District. — This  will  be  found  in 
detail  in  Table  B at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
has  made  3,649  inspections,  served  25  Statutory  and  478  informal 
notices,  438  of  which  have  been  complied  with,  and  65  remain  in 
hand  ; 2 prosecutions  were  instituted  during  the  year. 

Premises  and  occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by 
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Byelaws  or  Regulations. — There  are  only  3 premise's  in  the  borough 
coming  under  the  head  af  offensive  trades^all  three  are  Tripe  Boilers^ 
one  informal  notice  was  served,  the  defect  was  remedied,,  an  j ail 
these  premises  are  in  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  borough.  The 
Chief  Constable  reports  that  there  are  4 Registered  Common.' 
Bodging  Houses  in  the  borough,,  with  a total  accommodation  for  84. 
lodgers  nightly,  these  have  been  visited  daily  and  found  to  be 
properly  conducted.  During  the  year  15,269  persons  have  been 
lodged,  being  an  increase  of  2,815  compared  with  1919. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  all  the  Common  Lodging 
Houses  are  old  and  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory  ; that  he 
served  4 informal  notices  for  sanitary  defects,  which  were  all 
complied  with. 

Other  Sanitary  Coad'iiiorts  requiring  Notice. 

(1)  Factories,  and  Worshops. — Were  generally  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  and  the  defects  found  were  mainly  in  connec- 
tion with  unsuitable  or  defective  sanitary  conveniences. 

(2)  Twemlow  Street  and  Princess  Street  require  making  up. 
This  matter  has  been  brought  before  you  before,,  and  I consider  it  to 
be  of  the  greatest  Importance. 

f'3)  Piggeries. — Were  generally  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

(3)  Rag  Flock  Act. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that 
only  one  business  house  deals  regularly  in  this  commodity  ; this  is 
bought  new  with  a warranty  from  the  manufacturers,  and  he  found 
it  quite  clean  on  each  of  his  visits.  Other  houses  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  thought  might  possibly  deal  in  Rag  Flock  were  visited, 
but  none  was  stocked. 

Schools. — The  drainage  of  all  the  schools  is  connected  to  the 
'niblic  sewer,  and  the  water  is  from  the  Congleton  town  supply.  In 
The  Annual  Report  that  I have  recently  made  in  my  capacity  of 
School  Medical  Officer,  I have  given  a more  detailed  account  of 


each  school. 

St.  James'  Church  of  England  Mixed  School, 

St.  James’  Church  of  England  Infants’  School, 

St.  Peter’s  Church  of  England  Schools, 

Mossley  Church  of  England  School, 

St.  Mary’s  Roman  Catholic  School,  and 

St.  Stephen’s  Church  of  England  Mixed  School, 

have  all  in  recent  years  been  greatly  improved,  though  the  last 
named  school  still  requires  a proper  playground,  and  they  may  be 
considered  good  average  schools  for  the  numbers  attending.  The 
latrines  are  modern,  consisting  of  water  closets  and  urinals.  Con- 
siderable alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at 
St.  Stephen’s  Mixed  School  during  1920. 

St.  Stephen’s  Church  of  England  Infants’  School,  is  a 
comparatively  modern  building,  but  requires  a proper  entrance, 
^instead  of  the  street  door  opening  into  a classroom.  A proper  play- 
ground is  required,  and  an  improvement  in  the  heating  arrange- 
ments would  be  desirable. 

Brook  Street  Wesleyan  School  is  a badly  arranged  building 
and  is  used  both  as  a School  and  as  a Chapel.  Lighting  and 
ventilation  require  improving,  a proper  playground  is  required,  and 
proper  washing  accommodation  is  also  necessary. 

Wagg  Street  Wesleyan  Schools  are  badly  arranged  and 
require  numerous  improvements.  The  lighting,  ventilation,  heat- 
ing, washing  accommodation,  and  playgrounds  are  unsatisfactory. 
During  a part  of  1920  the  latrines  were  very  badly  kept,  but 
improvement  was  observed  lately  owing,  I think,  largely  to  more 
frequent  and  thorough  flushing.

Food. 

{a)  Milk  Supply  — Practically  all  the  milk  sold  is  produced 
in  the  borough  or  the  immediate  outskirts.  It  has  been  wholesome 
except  in  one  instance,  which  is  mentioned  under  section  on  the 
Food  & Drugs  Acts,  and  the  supply  has  been  quite  adequate.  No 
action  has  been  needed  during  the  year  with  regard  to  tuberculous 
milk. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  & Milkshops. — The  Sanitary  Inspector 
reports  that  most  of  this  class  of  premises  were  clean  and  generally 
in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition,  though  of  an  old  type.- 

Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912  and  1917 — Four  samples 
were  taken  under  the  above  regulations  and  submitted  to  the 
Analyst  during  the  year  as  follows : — i preserved  cream,  i full 
cream  dried  milk,  i Danish  cream,  and  i condensed  milk.  The 
Analyst  certified  that  the  preserved  cream  contained  0.24%  of  boric 
preservative ; maximum  amount  declared  on  label  and  allowed  by 
the  regulations,  0.4%.  The  other  samples  were  certified  to  be  free 
from  preservatives  and  starch,  and  all  four  samples  complied  with 
the  regulations  and  were  certified  to  be  genuine. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order  1919 — Administered  by 
County  Council. 

(h)  Meat. — (I)  The  Veterinary  Inspector  reports  that  he 
has  visited  the  slaughter-houses,  etc.,  monthly,  and  been  present  at 
the  cattle  market  each  week.  The  above  places  have  always  been 
well-kept  and  in  sanitary  condition. 

(H)  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports  that 

(i)  The  Meat  Inspection  in  the  shops  is  carried  out  by 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  is  a certified  Meat  Inspector,  and 
he  also  visits  the  slaughterhouses  periodically.  During  1920  he 
found  no  diseased  meat. 

(2)  There  are  1 1 private  slaughterhouses,  which  are  kept  in 
fairly  good  conditioa.  There  is  no  public  abattoir,  and  therefore  no 
constant  system  of  inspection  at  slaughtering-time. 
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(3)  No  action  taken  nor  required  under  section  1 17  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

(4)  One  whole  carcase  was  condemned  owing  to  generalised 
Tuberculosis,  this  being  seen  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  and  not 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,

(c)  Other  Foods. — lbs.  of  cheese  and  a few  tins  of 
salmon  were  destroyed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  voluntary 
surrender  by  their  vendors  The  Sanitary  Inspector  on  his  rounds 
inspects  shops  wTere  any  kind  of  food  is  exposed  for  sale. 

There  are  20  bakehouses  in  the  borough,  an  increase  of  2 
over  last  year  ; none  of  these  are  underground  ; they  are  all  kept  in 
fairly  good  sanitary  condition,  and  regularly  lime-w^ashed. 

(d)  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  in  the  district. 

((f)  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — The  Chief  Constable 
reports  that  during  the  year  40  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  above  Acts,  aS  follows: — 18  milk» 
4 margarine,  3 coffee,  2 lard>  2 cheese,  2 pepper,  1 ground  ginger, 
I milk  of  sulphur,  i gentian  powder,  i liquorice  powder,  i baking 
powder,  i zinc  ointment,  r boracic  ointment,  i cream  ot  tartar,  an  d 
I mixed  corn. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  certified  by  the  Analyst  to  be 
deficient  in  milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  28  per  cent.  The  Chief 
Constable  saw  the  vendor  and  told  him  that  the  sample  of  milk  he 
purchased  from  his  wife  had  been  certified  by  the  Analyst  to  be 
deficient  in  milk-fat  to  the  extent  of  28  per  cent.,  and  asked  him  if 
he  had  any  explanation  to  offer.  He  replied  No,  the  milk  was 
sold  as  it  came  from  the  cows.”  Later  the  Chief  Constable  visited 
the  farm  and  took  three  samples  of  milk  direct  from  the  cows. 
These  were  submitted  to  the  Analyst,  who  certified  that  they  were 
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all  genuine. 

Proceedings  were  taken.  The  evidence  for  the  defence  was 
“ That  the  milk  was  sold  as  it  came  from  the  cows,  and  had  not 
been  tampered  with,”  and  quoted  case  dismissed  in  the  High  Court, 
“Hunt  V.  Richardson.”  The  justices  dismissed  the  case.

The  case  notified  as  Typhoid  Fever,  however,  was  after- 
wards withdrawn  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  Council  to  any 
medical  practitioner  for  patients  within  the  borough,  on  application 
being  made  to  me,  4 such  applications  being  made  during  the  year. 

The  Town  Council  has  passed  the  following  resolutions : — 

(i)  Typhoid-Fseces-Urine. — That  arrangements  be  made  for 
this  facility  if  Bacteriologist  advises  after  negative  blood  test,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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(2)  Dysentery- Fceces. — That  the  Council  allow  such  exam- 
inations to  be  made  for  initial  diagnosis,  but  only  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(3)  Tetanus  Antitoxic  Serum. — That  a small  quantity  be 
stocked. 

(4)  CerebrO'Spinal  Fever  Anti-rneningococcic  Serum. — That 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be  allowed  to  obtain  this  serum  for 
any  case  that  cannot  be  immediately  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  but  that  same  be  not  stocked. 

Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  have  been  more  fully  utilised 
than  in  previous  years. 

I now  hold  a stock  of  Influenza  A^accine,  which  can  be  ob- 
tained by  any  medical  practitioner  requiring  it  for  treatment  or  pro- 
phylaxis. No  primary  vaccinations  nor  re-vaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  me  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  (Small- 
pox Prevention  Regulations,  1917). 

Naso-pharyngeal  swabs  were  examined  from  contacts  who 
lived  in  the  same  house  as  a man  notified  as  suffering  from  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis. 

There  are  no  facilities  available  for  cleansing  verminous 
persons  and  no  such  applications  have  been  received,  one  application 
was  received  with  regard  to  bedding  used  by  a verminous  person, 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  dealt  with  the  matter  in  the  same  way 
as  if  it  had  been  an  ordinary  case  of  infectious  disease. 

One  case  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis  died  the  day  previous  to 
the  receipt  of  the  notification,  but  as  the  illness  had  been  very  acute 
and  of  very  short  duration  I did  not  consider  that  any  action  was 
required.  One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  one 
hour  after  death,  death  being  due  to  sudden  Hemorrhage,  an  ex- 
planation of  difficulty  and  doubt  in  the  diagnosis  of  this  case  being 
voluntarily  tendered  along  with  the  notification.  This  I amply 
confirmed  on  personal  investigation.  Several  cases  were  notified 
a comparatively  short  time  before  death,  but  the  causes  appeared 


to  he  either  the  patient  delaying  consulting  a medical  man  until  toe 
late,  or  error  in  diagnosis,  rather  than  any  intentional  flouting  of  the 
Notification  Regulations.  In  any  case  where  I have  suspected 
neglect  in  prompt  notification,  I have  made  enquiries,  but  have 
found  no  case  in  1920  where  there  was  any  necessity  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — A case  was  notified  on  21st 
April.  Arrangements  were  made  on  23rd  April  for  the  patient’s 
removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Meantime,  Anti-Meningococcal 
serum  was  obtained  and  supplied,  a special  meeting  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  was  held,  and  the  necessary  expenditure  sanctioned  in 
connection  with  quarantining  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  house. 
There  were  two  contacts  from  outside  the  district,  and  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  the  respective  districts  were  informed.  Other 
contacts  residing  in  the  borough  but  who  were  not  living  in  the  in- 
fected house  had  their  clothing  disinfected.  Naso-pharyngeal 
swabs  were  taken  from  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  house,  and  were 
examined  with  a negative  result  in  each  case. 

A Naso-pharyngeal  swab  and  3 specimens  of  Cerebro-Spinal 
fluid  from  the  patient  were  examined  with  negative  results,  also  a 
specimen  of  Cerebro-Spinal  fluid  and  blood  was  examined  with  a 
negative  result  for  Typhoid  Reaction.  The  last  of  the  bacteriolog- 
ical reports  stated  that  if  Meningitis  was  present,  the  case  was 
probably  one  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  patient  had  been  struck,  causing  extremely  severe  contusions  of 
one  eye,  some  little  time  before  the  illness  commenced,  the  man 
who  had  struck  the  blow  was  brought  before  the  Magistrates  and 
remanded  in  custody  owing  to  the  patient’s  serious  condition,  the 
case  ended  fatally  and  a Coroner’s  Jury  returned  a verdict  of 
Acute  Inflammation  of  the  Brain  of  a non-traumatic  character 
(ascertained  by  post  mortem  examination),  and  the  arrested  man 
was  released  from  custody.  I consider  that  when  a case  on  which 
a criminal  charge  depends,  ends  fatally,  a post  mortem  examination 
should  be  done  by  a pathological  expert.  Though  this  case  was 
probably  not  one  of  Epidemic  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  there  is 
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BO  doubt  that  it  was  a wise  course  to  taka  every  possible  precaution. 

Tuberculosis. — All  cases  were  promptly  visited  after  noti- 
fication, disinfectants  supplied,  and  a leaflet  containing  advice  was 
provided,  and  if  a patient  went  to  a Sanatorium  or  died,  the  house 
and  bedding  were  disinfected. 

Pneumonia,  Malaria,  & Erysipelas. — Are  all  visited  on 
receipt  of  notification,  disinfectants  supplied,  and  advice  given  with 
regard  to  spread  of  infection. 

Dysentery. — One  case  was  notified,  which  had  been  con- 
tracted during  the  war,  whilst  abroad.  Instructions  were  given 
with  regard  to  destroying  flies  and  protecting  food,  special 
precautions  were  taken  with  regard  to  the  excreta. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 9 out  of  the  12  cases  notified  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  and  the  others  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home.  The 
cases  were  sporadic,  and  the  source  could  not  be  traced,  except 
where  a second  case  occurred  in  any  house. 

Diphtheria. — Seventeen  cases  were  notified,  seven  were 
removed  to  hospital,  and  the  others  were  isolated  satisfactorily  at 
home.  One  case  occurred  in  a public  institution,  which  was  after- 
wards closed,  whilst  serious  sanitary  defects  were  remedied ; minor 
sanitary  defects  were  found  at  three  of  the  houses  where  Diphtheria 
occurred,  and  a serious  defect  at  another  house,  all  of  these  defects 
were  remedied.  One  school  was  specially  inspected,  as  several 
cases  of  Diphtheria  had  occurred  amongst  the  scholars  during  a 
comparatively  short  period  ; a number  of  defects  were  found  which 
were  reported  to  the  Education  Committee ; the  school  was  closed 
whilst  the  defects  were  remedied,  though  nothing  was  found  to 
which  Diphtheria  could  be  definitely  ascribed. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  were  notified,  one  of  whom 
died.  The  nurse  attending  the  fatal  case  developed  Erysipelas, 
and  this  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  Puerperal  Fever.  In  case 
of  Puerperal  Fever  disinfectants  are  supplied,  and  the  dress  and 
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bag  of  the  midwife  is  disinfected. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 6 cases  were  notified.  I visited 
the  house  in  each  case,  and  advised  the  parent  and  midwife  with 
regard  to  carrying  infection.  In  every  case  a medical  man  was  in 
early  attendance,  and  so  far  as  I could  ascertain  recovery  v/as  in 
all  cases  complete. 

Whooping  Cough. — A few  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in 
September  and  October they  were  of  a mild  type  and  no  deaths 
occurred. 

Chicken-pox. — A large  number  of  cases  occurred,  particularly 
in  the  Mossley  district  during  September  and  October,  and  Mossley 
School  was  closed  for  lo  days,  chiefly  on  this  account. 

Measles. — 137  cases  of  Measles  and  5 of  German  Measles 
were  notified  in  1920,  both  these  diseases  are  compulsorily  notifiable. 
The  first  case  of  Measles  was  notified  on  the  30th  January,  the 
disease  becoming  epidemic  during  the  last  week  in  February,  and 
the  disease  had  almost  disappeared  from  the  town  by  the  end  of 
April,  only  7 cases  occurring  later  in  the  year,  3 of  these  latter 
cases  being  due  to  infection  from  outside  the  town.  The  5 cases  of 
German  Measles  were  sporadic  in  type,  2 being  definitely  traceable 
to  outside  infection.  In  most  cases  the  houses  were  visited  by  both 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself ; in  all  cases  one  or  other  of  us 
called.  We  tried  as  far  as  possible  to  get  isolation  carried  out,  and 
quarantine  of  the  other  children  in  the  family  who  were  in  all  cases 
excluded  from  School  and  Sunday  School,  disinfectants  were  supplied 
and  the  parents  warned  with  regard  to  the  spread  of  infection. 
Three  Infants’  Schools  were  closed  for  short  periods.  I only  came 
across  one  case  where  instructions  received  by  parents  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  or  myself  were  deliberately  disobeyed.  I received 
a notification  on  loth  March  that  a child  was  suffering  from  Measles, 
the  certificate  stated  that  the  date  of  onset  of  the  disease  was  7th 
March  and  that  the  rash  first  appeared  on  9th  March,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  called  and  warned  the  mother  to  isolate  the  child  for  3 
weeks  and  supplied  disinfectants,  I also  called  on  nth  March  but 


the  mother  was  out,  I called  again  on  20th  March  and  the  mother 
informed  me  that  she  had  sent  the  child  to  the  Picture  Palace, 
where  I immediately  went  and  informed  the  Mana^^er  who  excluded 
the  child,  I reported  the  matter  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  who 
instructed  the  Town  Clerk  to  write  to  the  mother,  with  reference  to 
the  exposure  of  her  daughter  whilst  suffering  from  Measles,  and 
stating  that  in  future  the  Council  would  take  proceedings  against 
the  offender  where  such  a case  was  reported  to  them. 

Only  4 deaths  were  due  to  Measles,  which  was  satisfactory 
considering  the  inclement  weather  during  the  outbreak.  I consider 
that  the  measures  detailed  above  combined  with  compulsory 
notification,  were  largely  responsible  for  the  small  number  of  deaths, 
and  for  checking  the  spread  of  the  disease* 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea.— There  were  very  few  cases  of  this 
type  of  disease  during  1920,  and  I rarely  hear  of  any  cases  until  'I 
see  the  deaths  in  the  Registrar’s  Return  of  Deaths,  unless  there  is 
an  epidemic.  Posters  are  exhibited  each  year  dealing  with 
protection  of  milk  from  flies* 

Sanitary  Administration* 

t.  Staff. — -Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time),  super- 
intends and  directs  the  public  health  work  in  the  borough,  reports 
annually,  quarterly,  and  as  occasion  arises,  to  the  Council* 

One  whole  time  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  also  carries  out 
duties  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act,  Rag  Flock  Act,  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Acts,  Canal  Boats  Acts,  and  Food  and  Meat  inspection. 

A part  time  Veterinary  Inspector,  inspects  the  slaughter- 
houses, meat  in  the  slaughterhouses,  and  attends  the  weekly  cattle 
market. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  is  also  Sewerage  and  \^'ater 
Engineer. 

The  Chief  Constable  is  also  Inspector  of  Lodging  Plouses, 
■and  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  has  recently  been 


appointed  under  the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations. 

The  Borough  Analyst  examines  samples  of  Sewage,  Water, 
and  samples  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

2.  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  if  beds  are  available,  are  treated  at  the 
West  Heath  Sanatorium,  Congleton,  which  is  administered  by 
the  Congleton  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  the 
accommodation  has  been  sufficient  for  the  diseases  provided  for, 
except  in  the  event  of  very  extensive  Scarlet  Fever  epidemics  ; 
this  however,  I imagine,  is  a difficulty  occasionally  met  with  in 
every  locality.  Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  seven  of  Diphtheria, 
and  one  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  were  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital,  Smallpox  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
at  Arclid.
